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On  October  1^ ,  elections  were 
held  for  representatives  to  the 
Student  Senate,  Eleven  freshmen 
and  sixteen  sophomores  v/ere  elect- 
ed.  This  difference  in  representa- 
tion is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  sophomores  were  allowed  to 
elect  two  representatives  from  each 
group  and  the  freshmen  only  one. 
The  freshmen  class  is  larger  than 
the  sophomore  class  by  86  members. 

When  asked  to  comment  on  this 
system  of  representation.  Student 
Senate  President  Leonard  Clarkson 
said,  "First  of  all,  it's  customary 
Lo  have  more  sophomores,,..  The 
sophomores  are  more  experienced  and 
•■should  have  more  to  say  in  matters. 
If  representation  were  equal,  the 
freshmen  might  vote  for  something 
impracticable. "

Cape  Cod  Community  College  began 
its  fourth  year  on  September  21,  with 
^89  day  students,  an  increase  of  77 
over  last  year.  The  Administration 
pointed  to  a  freshm^an  class  of  302 
as  largely  responsible  for  the  rise 
in  enrollment. 

Pruned  from  6^8  applicants,  up 
73^  from  last  year,  the  new  freshmen 
performed  "far  superior  on  the  Englis 
Placement  Test"  than  in  other  yrears. 
Although  over  600  were  qualified,  the 
lack  of  facilities  prevented  accept- 
ing m.ore. 

Included  in  the  freshman  statistic- 
are  35  students  now  attending  the 
Evening  Division,   Considered  fresh- 
men in  all  respects,  they  are  partici 
pating  in  daytime  orientation  func- 
tions this  fall  while  taking  three 
courses  each  at  night.   They  are 
eagerly  awaiting  an  expected  attritioi 
in  the  day  students  to  allow  them  to 
continue  as  regular  day  students  when 
Second  semester  starts  in  February. 

A  sophomore  class  of  179  and  eight 
Special  students  complete  the  daytime 
enrollment.   Broken  down  into  divi- 
sions, there  are  1^3  In  College  Trcns- 
fer,  199  in  General  (many  of  v/hora  hopc 
to  continue  to  four  year  schools), 
62  in  Business  Terminal,  h2   future 
Executive  Secretaries  and  eight 
special  students. 

Combined  day  and  evening  students 
this  semester  total  687.   In  September 
1961 5  when  the  college  opened,  this 
figure  was  I66. 

The  Administration  further  reports 
that  graduates  of  Cape  Cod  Community 
College  last  year  have  found  their 
Credits  to  be  widely  accepted.   They 
are  performing  well  at  numerous  four 
year  schools  to  which  they  have 
■transferred,

RETULTS  FROM  la at  Tuesday's 
elections  shovi   that  The  Beacon 
poll  was  reasonably  correct  na- 
tionally and  wrong  in  the  State 
race.   President  Johnson  pulled 
^ifo   of  the  po'oular  vote  and  John 
Volpe  defeated  Frank  Bellottl  for 
Governor, 

The  Beacon  poll  had  forecast 
the  President  to  win  69%   of  the 
vote;  he  garnered  ^;i   less  across 
the  nation.   Senator  Goldwater 
was  given  support  by  25%   of  the 
students  but  managed  to  corral 
39/0  nationallj'".   Of  the  6%   undc- 
dlced,  almost  all  auoarently  went 
to  Senator  Goldwater  in  the  elec- 
tion. 

Frank  Bcllotti  had  received 
55%'  of  the  vote  in  the  poll  but 
slipped  to  under  h9%   statewide. 
Considering  the  large  number  of 
students  here  from  urban  areas,  the 
55%   figure  is  close  to  Bellotti's 
margin  of  53/?  in  the  city  elec- 
tions. 

Democrats  increased  their  major- 
ity in  both  Congressional  Houses, 
Reoublicans  ca.n  be  cheered  only 
by  their  fking  the  three  top 
posts  in  Mass.  -"nd  Romney's  van- 
ning impressively  in  Michigan.

The  goal  of  ma- 
turity is  realized  faster  and  more  com- 
pletely when  self- discipline  and  sclf- 
determinrtion  arc  the  instruments.   Har- 
ing  strict,  unimaginr.tive  restrictions 
continually  inrorcd  allows  little  self- 
decision  a-nd  induces  resignation  to  the 
arbitrary  decision  of  som.c  administrrtion 
and  not  to  one's  o^'Tn  conscience. 

Most  consider  trial  and  error  Icrrnlni 
the  most  effective,  if  not  the  only  way. 
This  approach  makes  the  individual  res- 
ponsible for  m.easuring  himself  and  the  in 
tegrity  of  living  with  the  consequence 
of  his  own  decisions.   If  these  decisions 
are  faulty,  v.'-hich  they  mry  rt  times  be, 
the  person  hrs  no  recourse  but  to  ex-'^min 
himself,  not  hurl  invective  rt  elders 
v.'ho  deci-:ted  entirely  for  him.   The  same 
reasonable  attitude  applys  to  groups  of 
ma.ny  sizes.

a  professor  feels  thrt  there  h^s  to  be  a

cuts  determined  by  the  administration. 
A  reasonable  form.ula  here  would  be  two 
times  the  numiber  of  credits  a  course  h^e 
i.e.,  there  would  be  six  cuts  in  a  three 
credit  course  (3x2=6).   If  a  student 
surpasses  this  number,  he  is  then  dropped 
unless  a  petition  made  to  the  Doan  of 
Students  is  approved. 

The  advantages  of  a  "free  cut"  syatem. 
rest  with  the  points  mentioned  in  the 
first  two  paragraphs.   No  distinction  is 
necessary  between  freshmen  and  sophomore 
in  this  case  since  -^.-^e  are  not  ^  high 
school  but  a  commujiity  of  learning.  ..t 
present  there  is  barely  a  difference  be- 
tween the  two.

How  can  self  disoi-oline  evolve 
wnere  no  freedom  exists  to  a..llow  self- 
tLetermination? 


To  the  Editor: 

In  viev.'  of  our  experience 
with  approved  houses,  we  feel 
someone  is  doing  an  inadequate 
job  and  therefore  forcing 
students  to  live  under  deplor- 
able conditions.   Vi^e  realize 
that  the  school  does  not  have 
dormitory  facilities  of  its 
oi-'in,    but  vrhy  m.ust  wc  live  in 
houses  approved  by  the  school 
and  not  just  by  our  pa.rents. 

The  prices  charged  by  the 
householder  ai'e  extremely  un- 
reasonable considering  the 
cramped  conditions.   We  have 
-estimated  that  it  is  possible 
to  live  for  at  least  ;ilOO 
cheaper  in  other  availa.ble, 
but  "unaporoved"  housing  fa- 
cilities.  In  m.ost  cases, 
these  unapproved  houses  v/ould 
make  more  desirable  living 
quarters.   It  seems  im.poss- 
ible  to  get  a.  rf.-.jTi  rl  ne. 
The  householder  tries  to  fit 
too  m.any  people  in  one  room 
to  get  more  money.   A  room- 
m.rte,  and  many  times,  several 
roommates,  are  forced  upon 
you.   Needless  to  say,  this 
hinders  studying.   '"'e  feel 
that  the  householders  are 
taking  advantage  of  the  stu- 
dents who  must  live  in  a.p- 
proved  houses.   Because  of  the 
lim.itcd  "approved"  facilities, 
the  students  are  forced  to  take 
the  available  quarters  despite 
their  undesirable  attributes. 

Ve  feel  more  housing  should 
be  made  available  at  more 
reasonable  prices,  and  this 
housing  should  offer  single 
I'oom.s .   If  this  is  not  done, 
parents  should  be  able  to  de- 
cide wh::re  their  o'Ti  children 
could  live  for  the  school  year. 

This  oroblem  has  been  ig- 
nored before  and  even  novr  by 
those  not  suffering  under  an 
avaricious  householder.   But 
for  the  m.a^ny  there  must  be 
some  action  and  justice  now!

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In  order  to  have  a  consistent 
and  respected  system  of  justice  in 
a  society  there  rre  numerous  require 
ments  vrhich  have  to  be  met.   The 
judging  voard  or  court  must  not  be 
subservient  to  any  other  organiza- 
tion and  it  must  refrrin  from  crc^^-t- 
ing  nev7  Irv's  (except  by  interpreta- 
tion of  existing  ones).   An  effect- 
ive court  cm  not  be  responsible  fo 
policing  cuties  and  it  must  be  able 
to  make  a  decision  vrhlch  can  be  re- 
versed only  through  a. -perl  by  the 
convicted  party  to  a  higher  court. 
L'iany  people  find  thrt  r  fin^l  judge 
ment  by  one's  peers  is  most  equit- 
rble. 

It  is  no^'-  time  for  these  qualitic 
t^  come  and  reside  v.^ith  the  Student 
Judiciary  Committee  of  this  college 
As  the  situation  exists  nov  it  is 
much  less  than  desir-ble.   The  Judi- 
ciary- Committee  of  5  memibers  sits 
as  a  subcommittee  of  the  Student 
Sen-te,  thus  violating  the  first 
crrdinal  rule  for  a  court-- it  is  not 
indipendenti   Members  of  the  Commi- 
ttee were  neither  directly  elected 
for  their  posts  nor  rppointed  from 
different  student  organizations  to 
give  a  represent-'^tive  opinion.^ 

I-!:or:  :'vcr,  the  rules  (recently 
posted)  vxere  designed  by  the  Judi- 
ciary Committee  and  referred  to  the 
Student  Senate  for  appro vl.   No 
court  makes  nei^  lp,v/s  except  through 
the  necessary  reinterpretation  (in 
handing  dovm  a  decision).   It  is 
^the  responsibility  of  the  legislr- 
'*ive  body  (Student  Sen^^te)  to  stru- 
cture and  prse  on  these  laws. 

The  policing  action  ( sum.m-onses) 
of  the  posted  rules  no^-'  rests  ^"ith 
'he  Committee.   This  c^rjiot  contin- 
ue.  AgTin,  no  court  is  responsible 
for  policing  the  rules  it  m.ust  judge 
en.   To  insure  the  integrity  of 
sslf-detTminrtion  to  the  students, 
Vne  administration  should  all^w  the 
'iomm.ittee '  5  decision  to  stand  as

No  orgrnization  run  by  students 
is  going  to  operrte  without  making 
-errors  in  judgment  '••hich,  with  hind- 
sight, are  obvious  and  somewhrt  stu- 
pid.  This  is  pert  of  the  learning 
process.   However,  a  few  weeks  ago, 
the  student  senate,  in  pasting  a 
code  for  student  behavior,  nulled  a 
rerl  beruty,  one  which  cannot  be  al- 
io v/ed  to  slide  by  unnoticed. 

The  code  consisted  of  four  prrts, 
erch  prohibiting  a  certain  kind  of 
beh-vior.   Not  all  these  rules  are 
brd--in  fret  one  of  them  is  good, 
the  smoking  l^v.      This  lew  is  clear- 
ly needed,  due  to  the  condition  of 
the  physical  plant. 

3    The  rerson  for  the  drinking  rule 
is,  obviously  enough,  to  insure  the 
ordt rlimess  necessrry  to  the  conduct 
Df  educational  affrirs.   The  only 
objection  we  have  to  this  rule  is 
thrt  "school  functions"  is  not  de- 
fined. 

Novr  we  comx'  to  the  real  m.ert  of 
the  senate  proclamation.   "Blue 
dungarees,  slacks  (female),  shorts, 
and  bermudrs  rre  prohibid."   Granted 
th-t  "fem.ale  sl-'-cks,  shorts,  and 
berm.ud's"  m.ay  distrrct  the  attention 
of  students  trying  to  study  in  the 
librrry  or  profes'-ors  trying  to  pre- 
sent a  lecture,  the  prohibition  of 
blue  dungrrees  is  like  prhibiting 
the  carrying  of  one's  lunch  to 
school  in  v    vjorkman's  lunch  pail 
rrther  then  a  brief  case.   And  what 
is  the  diff;:rence  between  blue  and 
white,  yellow,  ■x'^^zcn,    black,  or  pink 
dung-rees.   In  the  first  test  esse 
of  this  rule  brought  before  the 
Judiciary  board,  a  subpoena  we s  de- 
livered to  the  guilty  p^rty  by  a 
student  senrte  m-em-bcr  clrd  in  white 
dungrrees.   This  is  either  snobbism 
or  stupidity- -perhrps  both. 

"Cheating,  plnjiarism,  theft,  Y^n- 
d--lism.,  insubordination  are  prohi- 
bited."  V'.fhat  an  insult  I   Have  the 
stuclente  no  integrity?   Hrve  they  no 
responsibility?

In  his  illuminating  fore'rrd  to  Marking "■ ,  the  diary  of  the  Irte  Dag 
Hammarshjold  ¥.  H.  Auden  says  of  the  book  and  its  author: 

".  .  .the  overall  inipresEion  v'hich  the  book  makes,  , 
(and)  the  conviction  when  one  has  finished  it,  (is) 
that  one  has  had  the  privj  ..   of  being  in  contact 
with  a  great,  good,  and  lovable  man." 

In  European  circles  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  oubliclty  attendant 
upon  the  publication  of  these  memoirs,  and  in  part,  a  good  measure  of 
notoriety,  deriving  not  from  the  book  itself,  but  from  certain  early  re- 
viei-'s  v-hich  were  not  only  cursory  and  unenlightened,  but  shovred  a  defin- 
ite lack  of  understanding  on  the  part  of  the  reviewer  as  to  the  intent 
and  purpose  of  the  author  in  setting  dovn  these  moral,  philosophical 
and  religious  markings  by  ^hlch  to  guicle  himself. 

/:s  a  young  man  Hammarskjol-d -ws  s-  strongly  Influenced  by  the  Danish 
philosopher  Soren  Kierkegaard,  vhose  philosophical  and  religious  writ- 
ings form  the  basis  for  existentialist  though  (a  completely  separate 
movement  from  the  negative,  atheistic  Existentialism  of  Jean-Paul 
Sarte).   This  influence  is  felt  in  the  opening  poem  of  the  book,  a 
pay  sage  moralise ,  which  begins,  "l  am  being  driven  fori-'ard/  Into  an  un- 
known land./  The  pass  grows  steeper,/  The  air  colder  and  sharper./  A 
wind  from,  my  unkno^m  goal/  Stirs  the  string.?/  Of  expectation."   This  is 
the  beginning  of  his  calling,  and,  as  the  ye-'-rs  dps?,    he  progresses  to- 
ward his  calling  until,  on  >Tiltsunday  .  I96I ,  he  is  able  to  say; 
"I  don't  know  i.-Tio--or  what--put  the  rue^--tion,  I  don't 
know  •■'hen  it  was  put.   I  don't  even  remember  answering. 
But  at  some  m.oment  I  ''id  ans^^er  Yes  to  Som.eone--or  Some- 
thing--and  from  that  hour  I  was  certain  that  e"-'istence  is 
meaningful  and  that,  therefore  my  life,  in  self-surren:>er , 
had  a  go-1.": 
but  there  is  no  mystical  ecstasy  involved  here,  or  any  confusion  of  self 
with  God  and  an  apocalyptic  destiny.   Dag  Ham.raarskjold  is  a  m.an  desper- 
ately seeking  self-realization  in  order  to  fulfill  the  goal  v.rhich  his 
destiny  has  assigned  him.   Here  is  no  cloistered  monk  praying  for  holy 
visions  to  sustain  his  life  of  contem olation  but  a  man  of  action,  de- 
dicated to  a  grueling  life  of  constant  work,  day  in  and  dry  out,  v^ho  Is 
searching  for  insights  by  which  to  guide  hi'"  actions  which  are,  because 
of  his  eminent  position,  of  global  effect. 

Unlcuely  and  remakabley,  this  book  meither  makes  a  reference  to  any 
factual  detail  of  Hammarskjold ' s  public  life  nor  mentions  a  single  per- 
son by  name.   It  is  a  book  of  the  thoughts  and  ide-'-s  which  he  constantly 
kept  before  him.   They  served  as  a  primer  to  his  life  and  draw  for  us 
the  profile  of  a  man.   At  the  end  of  this  diary,  there  is  another 
paysage  moralise   the  last  two  lines  of  which  form,  in  a  very  real  sense, 
Hammarskjold '  s  epitaph  for  himself,  as  they  ^-erc  v^ritten  some  three 
vfeeks  before  his  death  in  a  olane  crash,  over  Northern  Rhodesia  on  his 
way  to  negotiate  a  cease-fire  between  United  Nations  and  Katanga  forces. 
The  lines  are:   "And  I  begin  to  knovr  the  map/  And  to  get  my  bearings.", 
a  true  and  just  finale  for  a  "great,  good,  and  lovable  man.".
